County supervisors have 
approved pla,ns and specifi¬ 
cations for ar. estimated 
SI50,000 storm drain com¬ 
plex to be built in the City 
of Sierra Madre, Bax t e r 
Ward reported recently. 

Bids on the project will be 
opened in the offices of 
County Flood Control Chief 
A. E. Bruington on August 
24. The Board will award a 
Contract within 10 days fol¬ 
lowing. 

According to Ward, Project 
7550 will consist of two lines. 
Line A is slated to begin at 
Sierra Madre Channel ap¬ 
proximately 100 feet south¬ 
east of the intersection of 
Canon Drive and Sturtevant 
Drive; run west in an ade¬ 
quate right-of-way to the 
intersection of Woodl and 
Drive and Sturtevant, then 
west in Sturtevant to Moun¬ 
tain Trail Avenue. Line B 
will begin in Arcadia Wash 
at Sierra Madre Boulevard

DO YOU HAVE A BOMB IN YOUR GARAGE? 


The Uniform Plumb i n g 
Code under section 1310 
states "(a) water heaters 
■generating a glow or flame 
capable of ligniting flam¬ 
mable vapors may be in¬ 
stalled in a residential gar¬ 
age provided the pilots and 
burners, or heating elements 
and switches are at least 18 
inches above the floor 
level.” 

This section of the Plumb¬ 
ing Code is at least ten 
years old so many older 
homes may still have water 
heaters in their garages sit- 
ling on the floor. Most gar¬ 
ages attached to horn e s, 
have air circulation vents in 
(he bottom of the walls, but 
these may be block by stor¬ 
age. If (he garage is used 
for the storage of the family 
car, there is a potential of a 
gasoline leak from the cai 
every 1im e it is parked. If

If your gas operated water 
heater is on the floor of your 
garage and you use your 
garage for storage of your 
auto, gasoline lawnmower, 
or storage of flammable 
liquids which are not in 
safety cans, then you have 
a problem. Even if the vent¬ 
ilation openings in the gar¬ 
age ar e open, they may not 
relieve enough gas vapors 
from the floor before they 
reach the water heater.

Dear Editor: 

The “general welfare” 
clause of the Preamble to 
the Constitution has been 
used by many advocates of 
socialistic legislation. Such 
socialistic legislation i n - 
eludes federal aid' to educa¬ 
tion, farm subsidies, the war 
on poverty, Social Security, 
medicare, and many more 
programs too numerous to 
list. These progams, which 
are in fact destructive of the 
“general welfare” have been 
sold to Americans as me¬ 
thods of promoting the gen¬ 
eral welfare. 

It is to James Madison 
whom we owe much of our 
knowledge concerning the 
intentions of the writers of 
the Constitution, because he 
took such complete notes 
during the Constitutio n a 1 
Convention. In 1789, h e said 
the following, during a de¬ 
bate over legislation which 
would have given fishermen 
a bounty and subsidy to 
farmers: “If Congress can 
employ money indefinitely 
to the general welfare and 
are the sole judges of the 
general welfare .... they 
may take in’o their hands 
the education ;.f children, 
establishing i.n like manner 
schools throughout the Un¬ 
ion; they may assume the 
provision of the poor .... 
Were the power of Congress 
tc be established in the lati¬ 
tude contended for, it would 
subvert the very foundations 
and transmute the very na¬ 
ture of the limited govern¬ 
ment established' by the 
people of America.” Con¬ 
gress heeded Madison’s 
warning. However, later 
Congresses were not so wise, 
and Madison’s predictions 
have come true. 

When this bill was de- 
leated, Thomas Jeffers o n 
said, “This will settle for¬ 
ever the meaning of the 
p'harso (to promote the gen¬ 
era] welfare), which, by a 
mere grammatical quibble, 
lias countenanced the gen¬ 
eral government in a claim 
of universal power.” 

iHad Jefferson’s statement 
proved accurate, we would 
still have a liimitod govern¬ 
ment, and we would not, for 
all practical purposes, have 
a socialist economy. The 
high food prices and short¬ 
ages we are witnessing to¬ 


day would not be taking 
place. 

Let’s get government off 
the back of business, Labor 
and their combination — the 
consumer!

Back dm ring the primary 
race over four years ago you 
and I frequently would de¬ 
bate our opposing views 
then on rapid transit — par¬ 
ticularly my insistence that 
existing rail lines could be 
utilized just as they the; 
stood, while you were equal¬ 
ly firm in vour belief thal 
double tracking and other 
accommodations would be 
required' for a workable sys¬ 
tem. 

Now here we are in 197.? 
and I believe we face a joint 
problem — as members of 
two jurisdictions seeking a 
means of taking taffic off 
the streets as quickly as .pos¬ 
sible. Therefore, sinc 0 noth¬ 
ing really has changed I am 
going to propose a compro¬ 
mise that I hope you will 
consider. I will admit that 
you are right on the double 
tracking, if you will agree 
ill at existing rail lines are 
the quickest means of travel 
now ar hand. 

Following last night’s pre¬ 
sentation at the Occidental 
Building, I sensed that some 
of the members of the Rapid 
Transit District were con¬ 
cerned by the delay in get¬ 
ting the proposed system 
under way and fully opera¬ 
tive. I do not know wliar 
your view was following the 
pesentation, but I suspect 
that in the last few weeks 
you might share the sense of 
frustration that is caused by 
the ten or twelve-year gap 
between bond approval and 
completion, of facilities. 

I would have no quarrel 
with the bond issue at all if 
it would accept as a com¬ 
panion and immediate fea¬ 
ture some means of utilizing 
existing rai] lines as quick¬ 
ly as possible. 

I further 'believe that the 
bond issue projects in no 
way should parallel existing 
tracks. This would leave the 
entire proceeds free to de¬ 


velop additional grids to be 
laid against existing pat¬ 
terns of traffic or rail acti 
vity. 

And there also is the im¬ 
mediate tineat of gas ration 
ing that i s made very clear 
by the Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency. 

For all of these reasons, 
would you consider o u v 
joining together in suggest¬ 
ing that the Transit District 
reconsider is present indif¬ 
ference to the existence' of 
rail lines now stretching to 
almost every corner and sec¬ 
tor of th 0 County. I know 
there will be court battles to 
gain access, 'but I feel the 
goal is worthy and that the 
suits should therefore be 
filed. 

Lncidenally, in harking 
back to 1969, I am not sug¬ 
gesting that we review this 
for old time’s sake — but 
rather for the future, which 
can be changed if we will 
iust undertake to alter its 
pattern.

State Controller Hugh Flournoy this week called for 
the “fastest possible” action by the Legislature to suspend 
the sales tax increase for six months while it decides what 
shall be done with a record $826.8 million surplus. 

“I earlier described the sales tax increase as ludicrously 
unjust in view of an anticipated surplus,” Flournoy said. 
"Now that the size of the surplus is a recorded fact, the 
Legislature owes all Californians its total concentration 
and fastest possible action in relieving them of this added 
tax burden until its need can be fully justified.” 

Fournoy said that the size of the surplus, fixed in his 
Preliminary Annual Report for fiscal 1972-73 which ended 
June 30, was the culmination of an “amazing turnaround” 
in the State’s fiscal condition brought on by income tax 
withholding and a tax reform program enacted in Decem¬ 
ber 1971. 

“The demonstrated and continued success of our re¬ 
venue structure before the sales tax increase was allowed 
to become effective on July 1 is proof that the State can 
get along very well without this additional income for 
six months,” Flournoy said. “Certainly the taxpayers de¬ 
serve such a respite.”

One of the most serious factors involved in conser¬ 
vationist-prompted delays in construction of vitally needed 
nuclear power plants is the long range effect of the na¬ 
tion’s electric power supply. It takes a long time to get 
a new plant on the line, and delays now ideologically 
or sincerely motivated endanger our future energy 
prospects. 

An example of the necessary time lag between plan¬ 
ning a nuclear installation and the start of power pro¬ 
duction is given in the announcement that Pacific Gas 
& Electric Company is interested in joining a utility group 
headed by Los Angeles Department of Water and Power 
to investigate a proposal for construction of a nuclear 
plant in the Southern San Joaquin Valley. 

San Diego Gas and Electric Company and Southern 
California Edison Company are olher interested parties. 
The State Department of Water Resources also is interested 
in the plant’s potential energy for California Aqueduct 
pumping. 

A preliminary 9-month geological survey has been 
made, and is favorable. Next comes a 6-month feasibility 
study. Then work would start on safety and environmental 
reports, which would allow the'DWP, as project manager, 
to apply in December, 1974 to the Atomic Energy Commis¬ 
sion for a construction permit, an approval procedure in¬ 
volving more than 30 federal, state and local agencies. 

If the AEC gives the go ahead by December 1976, con¬ 
struction could start in 1977 and the four-unit installation 
completed in December, 1986. Including the essential geo¬ 
logical survey, that’s about a 14-year span; with not much 
margin for ideological game-playing.

Revolutionary? 


In a column concerning the rather sorry status of 
plans for this nation’s bicentennial celebration in 1976. 
Washington Star conservative columnist J. J. Kilpatrick 
asks some rather interesting questions. 

"If you want something else to brood about these 
days, you might brood a while on this: if you had been 
born, say, in 1724, and had been 52 at the time of the 
Declaration of Independence, would you have joined the 
American Revolution?” 

For himself, Kilpatrick candidly acknowledges that 
he “probably would have sat out the war with the Tories.” 
He suspects he would have been “so imbued witli loyalty, 
law and order, that 1 would have suffered the abuses of 
the Crown rather than take arms against them.” 

On the other hand, “supposing that you had been 
born like Alexander Hamilton in 1957, or like John Mar¬ 
shall in 1755, and you had come to the Revolution at 19 
or at 21? It probably would have been a different tiling. 
The boldness and the audacity of the Revolution would 
have warmed the blood, and the visions of Tom Jefferson 
would have fired the mind. The ‘long train of abuses' 
would have seemed intolerable then.” 

The generation gap, it seems, we always have with 
us. And it is not a trad exercise in self study to think on 
such things.
